The coal strike i6 certainly a pro- 


ific subject of conversation, for every 
ay some new phase develops. Even 
he man who boards out and who has 
•een laughing at his married friends 
vith homes to maintain, begins to 
ealize that he is liable to be affected 


a degree if the strike continues 


much longer. 


It is probable that the 
boarding 


house keepers will advance the prices 


f rooms and lodgings ia their dwell- 
ngs. In some cases this has already 
been done and in such instances warn- 
ng has been given to lodgers that af- 
,er a certain date they will be obliged 
.o pay a little higher rental for their 
rooms. In the great majority of cases 
boarding house keepers are practically 
without coal, those who have any 
owning such small 
amounts 
as to 


make the outlook extremely gloomy 
or them. 


A good many arc utilizing gas rang- 


es for cooking purposes, but the time 
s soon 
coming 
when 
something 


more than gas stoves will be required 
,o heat houses comfortably. 


With the towboats and other small 


steamers the situation is not promis- 
ng. One towboat captain said this 
morning that, so far as he knew, no 
one of the harbor towboats hadi as yet 
lauled up on account of the 
coal 


strike. "But,," he continued, "I can- 
not see how we are going to keep it up 
much longer. I think we will be able 
to get sufficient coal for our require- 
ments, but it is the question of price 
that bothers. At this season of the 
year and especially now that so little 
shipping is moving, business is not 
particularly good and at the present 
high rates for fuel, I know that some 
o- the towboals must be losing mon- 
y and it isn't reasonable to suppose 
that they will run at a loss for any 
great length of time." 


The lack of coal supply will not in- 


terfere with the fire department in 
any way, for nothing but English can- 
nel coal is used in any of the fire en- 


iues. All this coal has to be import- 
ed and the usual price is about $18 a 
ton. Cannel coal is used1 in the fire 
department because it is the only coal 
that will give satisfaction. Its imain 
points of difference are its free burn- 
ing qualities, which makes it possible 
to get a hot fire in a very short spaoo 
of time, and also while working at a 
lire to shut off steam and be ready 
to start at a moment's notice, which 
would be impossible with 
hard 
or 


American soft coal. In appearance, it 
is lumpy like hard coal, but it is of a 
heavy lead color and is very light in 
weight. 


A well known railroad man told a 


Herald reporter this morning 
that 


even if the strike wore to end today, 
it would be January at least before 
any large amount of hard coal could 
reach this city, and it might even be 
later than that. 


He said that no matter how quickly 


the strike mny end, the> situation is 
bound to be a very serious one and 
the greatest suffering among the poor 
people Is sure to result. 


"From what I can flhd out," said 


this man, "the aniiies are in terrible 
condition. They are filled with waterf 
and it will take weeks to pump them 
out and get them Into shape for work- 
ing. 
Whpn all this has been accom- 


plished, then come* the mining. By 
that time no one will have any coal, 
and It will take the minors, working 
almost night and 
day, months 
to 


catch uj) with the demand and supply 
only the largest Industries and the 
most needy institutions at first. The 
Individual will not be counted at the 
beginning, In my estimation, and ho 
will have to get along as beat ho can 
until all manufactories and other In- 
stitutions arc supplied. 


"If we do not get any coal at nil 


until January 1, the dftto fixed for tho 
first 'oonslKtvmont, If the strike stops 
at onco, It Is- going to 
be 
nearly 


spring before the Individual gets any 
coal, and thon you ran Imagine the 
result. 


"It will bo terrible for the poor peo-

However that may be, the real 
effects will not be demonstrated until 
olored oleo is entirely off the market 
2ven the best posted are not able to 
irophesy -with any degree of assur- 
ince, but the St.- Louis butter dealer 
who believes butter will retail at G5 to 
70 cents before Xov. 1 certainly hasu't 
been riding through Iowa, Minnesota 
and other prod-acing states, counting 
the milk cows and examining the pas- 
tures.—Creamery Journal.

days old proved'It to contain 1,200,00 
in each gram and when forty-five day 
old 2,000,000 In tb'e same particle.

By the use of the cream separatoi 


much more perfect separation of t 
cream from the milk may be had th 
by any system of setting milk. This 
shown by the increased amount of b 
ier made when the separator is us 
and also by the amount of butter 
left in the milk after skimming, 
shown by the Babcock milk test, 
has been found that by no system 
gravity creaming can all the butter 
be recovered, and usually, under 
dinary conditions, a large per cent 
lost, while with the separator very 
nearly all is recovered.-—Department 
Agricultural Bulletin. 


That "Cotvy Taste." 


"Milk when first drawn has a pecul 


iar flavor or »cowy taste,' more or lest 
noticeable, which, if not driven off bj 
aeration (exposure to the air), fre- 
quently gives the milk an unpleasant 
taste even before it becomes sour. 
Aeration may bo accomplished by stir 
ring or by pouring from one vessel to 
another. The can of milk may be set 
in a tub of water to cool." So pro 
nounces an exchange. The whole trull 
is that any "cowy taste" is due to 
filth, nothing else.—Dairy and Cream 
ery.

Iy known as the salt trust, la having 
a demonstration In political economy 
that may be valuable to it as vrell as 
to consumers of salt. The trust pre- 
sumes too much on Its control of the 
market and, in the language of the 
street, overplayed its hand. It put the 
price ot its product up to $28 a ton, 
actually a cent ftnd a quarter a pound 
for an artlclo that has been sold in 
Salt J^ako City as low as $1 a ton 
crude and H7 ft ton refined. To main- 
tain this price the trust stored 60,000 
tons of »alt to ke«p It out of the mar- 
ket Nino thousand tons of salt were 
ordered from Europe by ocean route, 
and ono cargo la already at tho docka 
in Portland.

In 3X00, howev- 
er, the then Duke of Richmond roade a 
new course, which is practically the 
present one. In 1801 the course was 
completed, and In order to celebrate 
tbis a regular meeting was got up by 
the duke with the assistance of the 
huTjf and some, officers of the Sussex 
militia and yeomanry, and prizes to the 
value Of about £1,000 were put up. 
This meant a good sum In those days. 
This was the first Goodwood meeting 
of Importance, and from that year it 
became an annual event.

There are a few general rules to be 


observed In pickle mating. If possi- 
ble, never use brass, copper or tin uten- 
sils, as the action of the acid ou these 
metals often produces "a poison. If 
braes or copper 1» used—«nd our grand- 
mothers bad nothing else—the most 
aoupulocs cleanliness Is necessary. 
Tbe metal ought to be polished so one 
can see one's face la it. If It is neces- 
sary to purchase a vessel, choose por- 
celain or granite ware, which Is easily 
cleaned a^ absolutely safe unless-the 
enamel wears off; then tbe Iron la as 
dangerous as copper. Use tbe best el- 
der or white wine vinegar. Never boil 
It more than from five w seven mln- 
utea or its strength will be reduced. 
Pack pickles away in glass or stone 
Jars that are perfectly clean. See that 
pickles are always well covered with 
vinegar. Watch their condition closely 
for a week or two, and If they show 
symptoms of not keeping pour away 
the liquor about them; then cover with 
fresh vinegar and spices. When ground 
spices are used, tie them In tiny muslin 
bags. Keep pickles sealed as tightly 
as fruit, and wben a few have been 
used from a Jar or can cover closely 
again. Put a bit of horseradish root 
Into each Jar. This will aid much in 
the keeping of pickles. 
With tbese 


rules Good Housekeeping prefaces a 
number of recipes, including the fol- 
lowing: 


Sweet Pickled Cucumbers.—For this 


pickle the larger sized, ripe cucumbers 
are generally the most suitable. Cut 
them Into quarters lengthwise and al- 
low them to stand for twenty-four 
hours covered with vinegar. Drain 
them and put Into a stone Jar. Boll to- 
gether for five minutes one quart of 
fresh vinegar, two pounds of light 
brown sugar, one tablespoonful of salt 
and an ounce of cassia buds. Pour over 
the cucumbers and cover closely. 


Cucumber Pickles.—Always pick en- 


cumbers In the early morning or late 
at night. Gathering them under a hot 
sun often proves a deathblow to the 
vines. Choose the smallest cucumbers 
and absolutely perfect ones. Put a lay- 
er of cucumbers In a glass Jar and 
scatter through them fine strips of 
horseradish root. Mix a gallon of vine- 
gar with half a gallon of water, add to 
It one cup of salt and pour it cold over 
the packed cucumbers. Fill the Jar 
overflowing and seal immediately. This 
recipe, which Is quite different * from 
any offered in the cookbooks, is origi- 
nal with the principal of the New Eng- 
land Cooking school, and the result Is 
perfection. Miss Downing claims that 
brine and a strong vinegar make pic- 
klee strong enough to take one's breath 
away, while the spices and sugar so 
often added to boiling vinegar result in 
a pickle withered to the heart. There 
Is the advantage of not having to trou- 
ble with preliminary soaking In brine, 
boiling of vinegar and all the unnec- 
essary work often incurred. The mix- 
ture of vinegar and salt, if not all re- 
quired immediately, may be kept tight- 
ly corked and used ns cucumbers ripen, 
filling a jar every few days as tbe 
vines are laden with fruit. 


Mixed Pickle*.—For mixed pickles 


one may put together cauliflowers cut 
In flowers, button onions, tiny cucum- 
bers, string beana cut in two, nastur- 
tium seeds, small peppers, lima beans, 
morsels of watermelon rind and green 
tomatoes cut In slices. Drop them into 
scalding strong brine and allow them 
to cook in It for a few minutes, dip out 
with a skimmer and drain in a colan- 
der till quite dry. Pack Into Jars, and 
over each pour a prepared pickle made 
by boiling with one quart of vinegar 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, a tea- 
spoonful of salt and four tablespoon- 
fuls of mustard. Pour over the pickles 
while hot and seal immediately. 


Steamed 8<itias'h no Gratln. 


Steam a small Hubbard squash cut 


in halves until tender. Let dry on the 
back of the range, then remove from 
tho shell and pass through a squash 
strainer. Add two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, a tablespoonful of cream, the 
beaten yolk of an egg and salt and 
pepper to season. Mix thoroughly and 
turn Into a buttered baking dish, round- 
ing the mixture on the top. Cover with 
half a cup of cracker crumbs stirred 
Into one-fourth of a cup of melted but- 
ter and bake nearly half an hour In a 
slow oven.—Boston Cooking School. 


How to Make Pencil Shortcnk*.

directs: Sift with a quart of flour a 
level teaspoonful of salt and three of 
baking powder, then rub into this un- 
til it feels like meal two heaping table- 
spoonfuls of butter, add Jnst enough 
sweet milk to mix into a soft dough, 
divide into thirds, pat to fit three but- 
tered tins and bake in n moderate 
oven.

She gave 535 pounds of milk in 
five days, 1,034 pounds in ten days, 
2,012 
pounds In twenty-one days and 


almost attained an average of 100 
pounds a day for a month. In four 
months Jamaica gave almost 10,000 
pounds of milk and about 20,000 
pounds during this, her second milking 
period. 
From her milk for a week 


23% pounds of butter were made. The 
average of grain fed to the cow during 
her greatest yield was twenty-eight 
pounds, costing 30 cents, with an abun- 
dance of cut beets and good hay, and 
she bad access to spring water, in the 
stable yard five or six times a day. 
She received no silage, slops, stimulat- 
ing food or drugs. Jamaica was of 
medium size for her race, handsomely 
marked, vigorous and very stylish, as 
shown by her likeness. This was made 
about the time of her famous test 
She then weighed 1,192 pounds. Her 
owner was offered $15.000 for this cow 
and her heifer calf, shown In the pic- 
ture, before her milk yield reached 
100 pounds a day. After her great 
performance, this offer was increased 
to $25,000, and §10,000 was refused for 
the calf alone.—Dairy and Creamery.

Usually at this season there is much 
in cold storage. 


Mr. A. E. Hodgett of Hay, Ont, fa- 


vors the building of cement silos, 
which will last as long as man is on 
tbe face of the earth, says the St. Paul 
Farmer. 


He describes how to build a concrete 


silo 12. feet in diameter inside and 30 
feet high. 


"By all means build a silo with six 


corners, as you can build a lighter wall 
than If you were building a square silo. 
First dig a trench about 20 inches wide 
and about 20 inches deep. Fill tbis up 
with, concrete and large stone. Pound 
the cement well in around the stone. 
Then put up your scantling or long 
poles flattened on one side. Stake them 
firmly at the bottom, three at each cor- 
ner, two on the outside and one on the 
Inside. Tack small strips across from 
one to the other to keep them in their 
places. Go around each corner In this 
way; then tack a piece of lumber from 
corner to corner, and then they are 
ready for cutting your plank to fit. 
Take a plank, say, nine Inches wide, 
cut it in two, say long enough to go 
from corner to corner. Then lay two 
edges together and nail a piece across 
the back to keep them together. Go 
around the silo with these planks, in- 
side and outside. Make wall of silo 14 
Inches at bottom and 8 inches at the 
top. Make the batter on the outside. 
Make the inside of your silo an inch 
smaller at the top than at the bottom 
so that It will give tho ensilage n 
chance to settle without pressing too 
much on the walls of the silo. In set- 
ting up your uprights at corners make 
them six inches .wider than you are 
goiug to have your wall, so you can 
have your plank and room for an Incl 
wedge at back. Set up plank. Cut 
small piece of board fourteen Inches 
long. Put between planks. Put In your 
Inch wedge between planks and up- 
rights. Then take gravel and cement 
(one of cement and five of clean, sharp 
gravel), mix well together. Then wet It 
enough so it will stay In a ball when 
you take and squeeze It In your band. 
Now take It and put it between the 
plank. Take an old ax or a small stone 
hammer nnd pound well down, at the 
same time laying in all the stone that 
you can as long ns you keep them 
back, say two Inrhea from the edges 
on either side. After you go around it 
once knock out your wedges, take your 
plank back from part of wall first 
built nnd lift up about sixteen inches. 
Knock in your wedges again and then 
start to fill tho next round. Keep lift 
Ing yonr plank as you go around, I 
also build In Iron bands around th« silo 
•T«ry four fMt Any old buggy tlr* 
firm do by canine them loot enough to 
BO around.'*

fords. The prospects for the season's 
iiunting are of the best. Game is re- 
ported plentiful and it looks as if the 
record of last year, which was the 
best for some time, will be exceeded.

My men were deprived of their 
leader and placed at an unfair advan- 
tage. It was no good, though," conr 
tinued the Boer general. "Kitchener 
:urned to me and replied: "General 
Delarey. I am not aware that anyone 
asked you to come in. You can. go out 
again tomorrow if you like." Chris- 
tian De Wet seemed thoroughly to en- 
joy describing how he tackled the 
man of Khartoum over the continu- 
ance of our occupation of the coun- 
try with a large military force, which, 
he protested, would be an undesira- 
ble charge on the resources of the 
country and a handicap to its speedy 
development. ''I told him," said De 
Wet, "that I mus-t stipulate for the 
withdrawal of the whole of your army 
at the earliest .possible date after the 
signature of peace."
